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Mark Shipley leads 
Gallery Theatre to 
local success story

Thirty-seven year old Mark Shipley 
his black, well trimmed beard and hair 
accenting a red-hued face, handsome 
enought to belong to a famous good-guy 
movie actor, walked up to the stage 
entrance of the Gallery Theatre 
Ontario, pausing on the way to water a 
curb-side plant 

He moved quickly through the dimly lit 
building, a church converted into a 
community theatre, to a centro! room to 
turn on the interior lights 

The lobby, decorated with old-time 
oval-shaped pictures, paintings 
tapestries, was filled with remnants of 
other times. There were antique 
brightly cevered chairs made of 
polished, shaped wood. An ancient but 
still working cash register, the kind with 
the big, metal keys and large numbers 
which pop up at the top, sat on a piano 
which filled one corner of the lobby. Next 
to it Was a wooden organ of richly 
stained and polished wood 

The walls of the actual theatre were 
covered with ped-textured wallpaper 
giving an impression of warmth, 
richness, an Elizabethan atmosphere 
Chandeliers hung above the three 
sections of seats which surrounded the 
stage of the round theatre. Shipley, an 
Upland resident, is the creator and the 
director of the Gallery Theatre, hailed as 
one of the most successful little theatres 
in Southern California 

The theatre, now playing “The Sound 
of Music,” regularly fills to its 200 seat 
capacity for popular plays. On seme 
nights, according to Shipley, people have 
to be turned away 

Shipley gives several reasons for the 
success of his eight-year-old theatre 

Instead of using personal likes and 
dislikes to determine which shows to 
present, he tries to consider what his 
audience would like to see. In this way, 
he said, he approaches the theatre's 
operations from a business standpoint 

The most popular play he presented 
recently was ‘Fiddler on the Roof.” On 
several nights he could have filled the 
theatre twice, he said 

Other popular plays which have been 
presented in the past include ‘South 
Pacific ‘Oklahoma The Odd 
Couple Forty Carats,” ‘Butterflies 
are Free,” “Barefoot in the Park” and 

Christmas Carol 

Shipley has no “clique” of actors and 
actresses, either professional or 
amateur, which dominate performances 
week after week like some little 
theatres. He instead tries to ‘stagger 
his acting talent, recruited from all age 
groups throughout the Pomona Valley 
and West End. In this way, he sustains 
good feelings among the performers 

| think what's happening backstage 
affects what happens on stage and if the 
kids are getting along with each other 
the audience can tell by watching the 
performance,” he said 

Shipley notes that the theatre is a 

great asset” to the community as an 
entertainment and cultural center. He 
said one reason for its success is the 
support from the community 

We really have a good following and 
play to pretty big audiences most of the 
time and it's growing all the time We 
could never operate without the support 
the community gives us," he said 

A key reason for the theatre's success 
according to one theatre enthusiast, is 
Shipley himself. He has the ability to 
cast local actors and actresses in roles 
which fit them and the equally important 
ability to communicate and get along 
with his performers 

He casts people according to their 
acting ability and their ability to get 
along with others. In amateur theatre, 
he said, it's better 4o cast people to fit 
their personalities instead of relying on 
the unpolished abilities of each actor to 
act out the desired personality 

The Gallery Theatre has a few 
individual success stories, which reflects 
on Shipley's teaching talent as well as his 
staternent that the Pornona Valley is rich 
in acting talent 

Nedra Volz, an elderly Upland woman 
began acting at the Gallery Theatre 
when it was in Upland. Last week 
Shipley said, she finished doing a 
Telephone Company T.V. commercial 

Acting in commercials is a “good 
start’ into show business, Shipley said 
It provides a lot of money for a little bit 
of work 

Tom McAleer, 23, of Upland ix also 
doing television commercial work Mike 
Jablonski, 22, of Covina, is doing 
television ‘spots.’ 

Shipley, now living in Upland with his 
wife, Jeanne, and five children, Eric, 1! 
Laurel, 9, Angela, 8, Jerad, § and Joshua 
1, was born in Plainview, Texas but grew 
up in California 

He attended Chaffey High School and 
Chaffey College, where he majored in 
Music, minored in art and acted in plays 
and shows 

He continued his amateur career while 
im special services in the United States 
Navy after college graduation 

While stationed in Long Beach, he 

». 


began his professional career hy signing 
a contract and attending drama school at 
Twentieth Century Fox. He was signed 
by an acting agency while still in the 
Navy 

Although performing in several 
television commercials and “stage 
shows,” Shipley temporarily gave up his 
career to become a carpenter, marry 
and start a family, what be calls “seven 
rough vears” of living 

When he started the Gallery Theatre, 
he discovered that he needed his college- 
learned skills in music and art and also 
his carpentry skills (0 put on his plays 
and musicals 

“Tve found that in a little theatre, you 
have to do everything,” he said, 
including carpentry, art work for stage 
construction and experience for choosing 
the proper music to go with the shows 

If | would have known then what I 
know now, | wouldn't have gotten 
involved in little theatre,” he said, 
noting that most little theatres don’t 
survive. The little theatre business isn't 
growing in the United States 

Asked if he has considered returning te 
a career in acting, he said 

‘I've thought about it, | might possibly 
do) some commercial work. I don't know, 
though. This keeps me busy here 
acting takes a lot of time, You have to 
keep on top of it to be successful.” 

Although coming from a ‘‘non 
theatre’ family which taught that 
“theatre was something you didn't 
attend,” Shipley said he'll always be 
involved in the theatre 

“There's a magical appeal here. | 
don't know what it is, but you really get 
hooked on it,” 

Shipley hopes to someday create a 
“eultural center" out of the Gallery 
Theatre and to have dancing, music and 
acting lessons given on a full time basis 

“Enter Laughing” by Carl Reiner will 
open at the theatre Oct. 11. The last 
showing of “The Sound of Music’ will be 
Oct. 5. The theatre is located at the 
corher of Lemon Ave. and C St., just off 
of Euclid Ave

The first part is 
the symptom an addict » 
craving for drugs and the 


secom) part im the cause 
behavioral problems which lead 
the addict to drug usage 

All of WEDAC’ various 
subagencies and programs, he 
said, are geared to having the 
addict work on both problems 
simultaneously. While the 
behavioral problems and 
causes are explored the addict 
must give up and stay away 
from drugs 

About 2 per cent of 
WEDAC's applicants, he said 
are incapable of giving up and 
staying off drugs for one reason 
or another 

To treat that remaining 2 
per cent, said Wilson, WEDAC 
wants to have a methadone 
program 

Methadone, according to 
Wilson, was developed in the 
1940s in Germany on Adolph 
Hitler's orders to find a non 
addictive pain killer to replace 
morphine, Hitler knew he was 
fighting a war on two fronts and 
could easily have his morphine 
supply cut off 

Because of this, said Wilson, 
it is sometimes known as 
Adolphine. The drug was

Methadone, he said, can be 
administered to those patients 
who require it Ww solve their 
craving probiems until 
time as behavioral problems 
are alleviated and the craving 
reduced 

Methadone, he continued, is 
addictive as heroin 
Methadone is used in this type 
of program because the general 
public would be almost certain 
to object to the usage of heroin 

There are two ways to use 
methadone in programs 
according to Wilson. In 
detoxification (detox) the 
addict is given increasingly 
smaller doses over a period of 
seven days until physical 
withdrawal and dependence is 
complete 

In a stabilization program, he 
continued, the dose is steadily 
increased until the addict 
reaches a stable level, 
unachieveable with heroine 
With his craving for drugs 
satisfied, the addict needn't 
committ crimes to keep up his 
supply and can concentrate on 
solving his behavioral problems 
which create his craving for 
drugs 

Wilson's biggest fear for the 
program is the possibility some 
of the methadone may find its 
way onto the streets illegally 
Because of this, he said, the 
center's supply will be kept ina 
vault with 3-foot concrete

They vary in age from 14 to 2 
and form the same type of 
responsibility to the house and 
disciplinary systems the other 
units do 

They also use “the animal 
approach." The house has a lot 
of land, which is used for 
gardens and housing of animals 
from chickens to rabiits 
through cows and turkeys, to 
goldfish 

lf a resident wants an animal 
he must research the animals 
natura! habits, care and feeding 
and make a report on it. It the 
report is satisfactory, the staff 
tries to obtain the animal. This 
gives them a constant need for 


more animals 


All the programs, said 
Wilson, are voluntary. Clients 
apply voluntarily by contacting 
the Central Intake Office. They 
can leave at anytime 

After-care centers provide 
counseling, job training and job 
hunting facilities for clients 
according to Wilson 

It's hard enough just finding a 
job, he said. It's tougher if one 
has a drug record, criminal 
record and no job experience 


About 60 per cent of 
WEDAC's applicants manage 
to find jobs during or after 
care, he said 

Southern California, he said, 
is the only area in the country 
which shows an increase in 
drug usage now.
